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DEATH CLAIMS A PIONEER 


Jonathan A\ilson Passes Away after 
an Eventful Life. 


In 
the passing 
away of Jonathan 
ilson one of the old Pioneers of Pala­ 
tine is removed, lie came to Palatine 
sixty years ago where he has ever » incc 
resided. He had his part m laying the 
foundation of this splendid and b eauti­ 
ful part of God’s great world where 
you and 1 reside. 
How much we owe 
to these pioneers. Jonathan 
Wilson 
was b orn of pious Christian parents in 
Halifax England, Dec. 24, 1834 and 
died in Palatine, 111., April 17th. 1913. 
He had the great b lessing of a training 
in a Christian home. 
His father was a 
large hearted Godly man and b eing 
very desirous of helping the uneducated 
miners and poor folk of the* hills of 
northern England instructed all who 
W3uld attend a night scnool. 
Here it 
was that his son Jonathan received his 
education. 
For some time he was the 
only b oy in his home town who could 
either read or write and when a small 
b oy standing on the market square he 
ead to the people of the village “ Uncle 
Tom ’s Cab in.”

W ashington, April 24.—In the con­ 
troversy b etween the United 
States 
and .lapar over the California alien 
land legislation there were four inter­ 
esting. if not startling development! 
Tuesday. 
They were; 
1. Amb assador 
Chinda 
informed 
President Wilson in the name of the 
mikado that 
the 
Japanese 
people 
could not b e restrained from demand­ 
ing a declaration of war if the alien 
land law proposed b y California was 
directed exclusively at the Japanese. 
2. The president, recognizing 
the 
seriousness of the situation and with­ 
out waiting to consult the memb ers 
of his cab inet, repeated his plea to 
Gov. Hiram W. Johnson that no legis­ 
lation b e enacted that would In any 
way conflict with the treaties already 
entered into b y the national govern­ 
ment. 
. The departm ent of justice, evi­ 
dently under instructions from 
the 
W hite House, b egan to form ulate a 
plan that will b lock the law if passed 
and which in effect will wipe out state 
sovereignty. 
4. Navy departm ent officials say un­ 
officially that the b ig Atlantic fleet of 
b attleships will prob ab ly b e kept in 
home w aters and the joy cruise to Eu­ 
rope ab andoned. 
Sacramento, Cal., 
April 
24.—After 
receiving the message from President 
Wilson Tuesday regarding the con­ 
troversy over the alien land b ill. Gov. 
Hiram W. Johnson transm itted It to 
the legislature and later sent the fol­ 
lowing telegram to the president: 
‘im m ediately upon receipt of your 
telegram it was transm itted to b oth 
houses of the legislature. 
I think I 
can assure you that it is the desire of 
the m ajority memb ers of the legisla­ 
ture to do nothing in the m atter of the 
alien land b ills that will b e em b ar­ 
rassing to our ow’n governm ent or of­ 
fensive to any other. 
'i t Is the design of the legislators 
specially to provide in any act that 
nothing therein may b e construed as 
affecting or im pairing any rights se­ 
cured b y treaty, though, from our lo­ 
cal standpoint, this is deemed neces­ 
sary. 
'i f any act b e passed, it will b e 
general in character relating to those 
who are ineligib le to citizenship and 
the language employed will b e that 
which has its precedent and sanction 
In statutes w’hich now exist upon the 
sub ject.” 
New York, April 24.—''W ar 
with 
Japan Is inevitab le, b ut it is not likely 
to come for ten years.” 
This Is the way the situation, which 
Is now’ attracting wide attention, is 
summed up b y Le Roy Leonard of Bel­ 
vedere, Cal., Tuesday. 
Mr. Leonard 
is connected with the 
New 
York 
house; he Is just b ack from Japan 
and he has b een going to Japan twice 
a year for many years. 
"The real reason for such a war,” 
said Mr. Leonard, ''will not b e, as 
many people here In the east seem to 
think, the treatm ent of Japanese In 
California. 
It will b e the m astery of 
the Pacific. 
Someb ody m ust control 
the Pacific. It m ust b e Japan or 
America. 
It will b e America. 
But 
America m ust pay the price In the 
b lood of her sons. 
It is lamentab le. 
”1 am not taking any stock in the 
talk of a w ar growing out of the pres­ 
ent anti-Japanese agitation in Califor­ 
nia. 
We have a prob lem to deal with 
in our state that the people in the 
east know’ little ab out. W herever the 
Japanese settle they drive out Ameri- 
Icans. They are dab b ling in real estate 
all the time and once they get control 
of a piece of ground they never let 
go. 
We must stop that. 
‘‘W^here the Japanese 
settle 
our 
American womanhood is in danger. 
The Japanese think they 
are 
our 
equals and want to associate with 
and m arry American girls. 
If we al­ 
low them in our schools the associa­ 
tions m ust result in evil. If we allow 
them to hold our land the result will 
b e the same. 
"The Japanese will not force the is­ 
sue on the proposed action of the Cali­ 
fornia legislature. 
They will swallow 
their pride and b ack down. 
W’hat is 
more, the proposed action is just what 
the Japanese have already done. 
No 
American can own land in Japan. The 
Japanese are wily enough to realize 
that they cannot seriously expect us 
to do w hat they are not willing to do.” 


Sacramento, Cal.. April 23.—Gov. 
Hiram W. Johnson on Monday issued 
a statem ent in which he upholds the 
right of California to dictate the term s 
on w’hich aliens can hold land within 
the state. 
The governor showed that 
the federal government, b y statute, has 
provided that no alien who has not 
declared his intention of b ecoming a 
citizen of the United States can ac­ 
quire or hold property. 
He 
also 
showed that several states, including 
Illinois, have enacted alm ost identical 
laws. 
Governor Johnson also cited 
the 
fact that Japan, until 19 10, had an 
ab solute law’ against alien land own­ 
ership, and added that ‘‘in effect It 
has it y e t” 
Added significance is given to the 
governor's stand b y the fact that two 
new b ills dealing with the land ques­ 
tion w’ill b e offered in the state leg­ 
islature. 
Through an agreem ent reached b y 
leaders of the m ajority party a drastic 
law’ directed solely against the Japa­ 
nese and Chinese will b e prepared as 
a sub stitute for the Thompson-Birdsall 
m easure, and prob ab ly w’ill b e passed. 
If it fails an end will have come to 
the anti-alien land legislation at this 
session, floor leaders declare. 
Secretary Bryan on Saturday tele­ 
graphed Governor Johnson of Califor­ 
nia requesting him to w’ithhold his 
signature from any anti-alien land leg­ 
islation passed b y the California legis­ 
lature which might b e in violation of 
treaties b etween the United 
States 
and Japan. 
‘‘The president desires me to say,” 
Mr. 
Bryan’s 
message 
read, 
‘‘that, 
w’hile he fully recognizes the right of 
the people of California to legislate 
according to their judgm ent on the 
sub ject of land tenure, he feels it his 
duty to urge a recognition of the In­ 
ternational character of such legisla­ 
tion. 
‘‘Being anxious to 
preserve 
and 
strengthen the long-standing friendly 
relations existing b etween this coun­ 
try and the nations of the Orient, he 
very respectfully, b ut most earnestly, 
advises against the use of the words 
‘Ineligib le to citizenship.’ 
He asks 
that you b ring this view to the atten­ 
tion of tb v legislature. 
All these laws make it impossib le 
for Japanese to ow’n land until they 
are ab le to declare their Intention of 
b ecoming citizens, a privilege which 
the lower courts have not given them 
on the ground that they w’ere not ‘‘of 
white or African descent.” 
By enacting a law sim ilar to those 
In force in several states California 
would not em b arrass the federal gov­ 
ernm ent b ecause no protest hither­ 
to has b een made against these stat­ 
utes and the whole prob lem b ecomes 
one of naturalization.

the m ilitary b alloon Zodiac w’ere killed

‘ Three of the men—Clavenad, Rechy 
and Aumont Thieville—were killed out* 
righL Denoue and De Vaisselot were 
still b reathing. 
They were placed in 
an automob ile and rushed to the mili­ 
tary hospital at Vincennes. 
Denoue 
died on the way; De Vaisselot died at 
the hospital. 
The exact cause of the accident is a 
mystery. 
The collapse of the b alloon 
was due to a tear in the cover, which 
apparently was made intentionally.

four, five and six years and thereafter 
all term s shall b e for six years. 
The 
salary of the chairman will b e $7.500 
and the other commissioners $7.000 a 
year. 
Congress is to make adequate 
appropriation for a secretary, the nec­ 
essary clerical force, and for the pur­ 
pose of the tariff Investigations. 
Chairman Underwood of the ways 
and means committee introduced in 
the house the Democratic tariff b ill as 
amended b y the Democratic caucus. 
Most of the changes in the b ill made 
during the caucus consisted of change 
in verb iage and did not affect m aterial­ 
ly the general character of, or the du­ 
ties carried b y the b ill as prepared b y 
the Democratic memb ers of the com­ 
mittee.

nant with ominou s hardships and per­ 
ils. To escape the driving floes in the 
Arctic, the captain threshed the old 
whaler back over the yet clear water 
and made eastward to the mou th of 
the McKenzie river where he cou ld 
go into winter qu arters at Herschel 
island. 
And there began the winter which 
tore the sou ls from men; made beasts 
of brave men and heroes of cowards; 
which tore down the barriers of disci­ 
pline and officialdom and made fore­ 
castle and cabin one. 
The food jiv'as nearly gone when the 
preparations for winter were

The almost u se­ 
lessness of attem pting to Dbtain this 
was too evident to him, bu t this cou ld 
be the only means of su rviving u ntil 
spring and the retu rn of the su n. Bu t 
that was miles awray over trailless Ice 
and he had obtained bu t 
five 
dogs 
from the Esk imos. 
Those he had in­ 
tended to u se as food at the last 
moment. 
The day came when the captain list­ 
ed the stores and fou nd that, even on 
biscu its and sal* beef, there was bu t 
enou gh for two week s. 
Then Cock ney, who had been think ­

islation and to the solving of the prob­ 
lems of greater economy and effi­ 
ciency in the adm inistration

federal affairs. 
At this extra session 
there are three appVoprlation bills u n­ 
der consideration. 
These bills failed 
of passage at the last regu lar session 
and so congress has something to do 
at the present moment in addition to 
the tariff. 
The work of economy and 
efficiency is bou nd u p in the finances 
of the cou ntry, bu t it seems lik ely to­ 
day that the work of forming a bu d­ 
get system and of reorganizing the 
departm ents on an economic basis 
will not begin u ntil next winter.

It is said that the Su preme cou rt 
itself does not view the plan to en­ 
large it with anything lik e favor. As 
the cou rt is constitu ted today and as 
has been proved by the u pholding and 
dissenting opinions in certain cases, 
there is a wide difference of tem pera­ 
ment and belief in the cou rt, bu t they 
are not so mark ed apparently that 
the Ju dicial mind of the Ju stices can­ 
not overcome their ingrained feeling.

The schooner Clarita, from H avana 
to M atam oras, Tex ., was captured by 
the steam er De Soto. 
She proved to 
be the old revenue cutter John Y. 
Mason, taken by the C onfederates a t 
the outbreak of the war. 
At Loulvllle, Ky., during the sale of 
a lot of negroes a t the courthouse, the 
provost m arshal notified the buyers 
that four of these put up for sale w ere 
free under the provisions of the presi­ 
dent’s Proclam ation. 
The sale con­ 
tinuing, the m atter of the four ‘‘con­ 
trabands” was turned over to the dis­ 
trict judge. 
The Seventy-six th Ohio, Col. R. C. 
Woods, returned to M illiken’s Bend, 
La., from an ex pedition 
into

sissippi. 
They 
visited 
the 
regions 
bordering on Deer creek, and destroy­ 
ed 350,000 bushels of corn, and th irty 
cotton gins and grist mills in use by 
the Confederates. 
The town of Cape ,G iradeau, garri­ 
soned by a force of N ational troops 
under the command of Gen, John Mc­ 
Neil, was attacked by a strong bqdy 
of Confederates, under General Mar- 
m aduke.
